In 1916 Miss Day arrived in New York 
where she put into practice her newly-adopted com- 
munistic principles by reporting for radical news- 
papers and joining the socialist party. 

The necessity of obtaining first-hand information 
about the poorer laboring class of the city prompted 
her to work closer to the poor unfortunates. While 
Miss Day, adhering to communistic principles, was 
fighting for oppx-essed labor, the dawn of Catholicism 
was breaking upon her. She saw the faith in God 
demonstrated by the poor, and her logical mind 
opened to the truth. * 

“The House of Hospitality”, was written after Miss 
Day’s conversion. This narrative tells of her work 
while living among the poor; not social worlf, coming 
in among them, not dignified or romantic poverty, 
but “poverty with smells — hungry poverty.” 

She lives there, fighting for them, sharing their 
meals and place of rest, and bringing to them God 
plus material assistance. Yet there is not one hint 
of bitterness against the comfortable.

Those brief thirty-six hours of retreat were seized by many as 
a golden opportunity for getting t hemselves once more spirit- 
ually “in the pink.”

“This is my eighth retreat, and 
the best I’ve ever made,”- contri- 
butes a sixth-year community stu- 
dent, “It seems thjit every year 
these retreats make a deeper and 
more lasting impression on me. 1 
liked Father Mooney a lot — he lost 
no time in getting us into the spirit 
of the thing. A good thing he did, 
too, the retreat was so short. I 
believe these views are shared by 
most of the community students.” 

The idea of an increase in zeal 
with successive retreats is not shar- 
ed by all, however, To a small 
minority, the more they see of such 
things, the more indifferent they 
become.

Another lad, when asked what he 
thought of the retreat, brazenly re- 
plied, “I don’t know; I wasn’t there.” 

It seems the local "beer-ery” was 
the scene of most of his devotions. 

The opinion of the majority was 
so much in the other direction that 
the conclusions of these individuals 
may be discounted entirely.

”1 feel spiritually reborn,” smil- 
ingly states one lad.

“The speaker was exceptionally 
good, I thought,” added a fresh- 
man. “When he started talking 
about death and how foolish mor- 
tals are to go around chasing earth- 
ly bubbles, I got plenty worried,” 

“I don’t know whether or not you’re 
supposed to enjoy those things, 
but I sure enjoyed this one, and 
I’m not talking about napping in 
between conferences, either,” chim- 
ed in his companion. 

“As a rule things purely religious 
fail to make too fereat an impress- 
ion on me, but this sure did. I used 
my spare time advantageously, too. 

Caught up on the history of the 
Church. And another thing — the 
clean-cut appearance of that priest 
gave living proof of his statements 
that a healthy spiritual life is a 
healthy physical life.”

V'Jow that basketball season is 
here the ^ym will resound with 
loud encouragings and the exultant 
shouts of victory. For many years 
this has been the case, and what a 
story those walls could tell if they 
could talk. But what is the history 
behind those walls? 

The “old gym ”, a brick and stone 
structure costing about $40,000, was 
started in the fall of 1904. Its 
dedication day was Washington’s 
birthday, February 22, 1905. The 
first play presented behind its por- 
tals was Richard III by the C.L.S., 
in June, 1905. 

This gymnasium was indeed a 
vast improvement over the “ar- 
mory” in the basement of the main 
building and the auditorium on the 
top floor. At the end of the large 
hall on the main floor intended for 
indoor games, was a stage of gen- 
erous proportions; bowling alleys 
and gymnastic apparatus were to be 
found in the basement, while small- 
er compartments in the towers and 
in the wings made provision for 
music and reading rooms. 

At that time it was considered 
the “ne plus ultra” of its kind. 

Old Gym Remodeled — 

In the fall and winter of 1912 and 
1913 the gymnasium underwent ex- 
tensive repairs and enlargement to 
keep up with the pace which her 
generals had set for the progress 
of the institution. Meanwhile ath- 
letics were in the background eag- 
erly awaiting the completion of the 
work. 

Fire Razes Hopes 

The work was almost completed, 
and hopes about to be realized when 
just before the dawn, April 2, 1914, 
the St. Joe population were rudely 
awakened by the clang of alarm 
bells. They discovered flame com- 
ing from the rear of the gymna- 
sium. Two hours of wild conflagra- 
tion, despite the efforts of more 
than three hundred professors and 
students to quench the raging furn- 
ace, razed the hopes of all to a 
smoldering mass of cracked walls 
and debris. 

The loss was estimated at about 
$75,000. Original building, $40,000, 
remodeling, $25,000, value of equip- 
ment, $10,000. (Figures from Vol. 
VI, No. 13, of the old College 
Cheer). 

Work on the present gy mnasium 
was started in the summer of 1914. 
It was completed in 1916, the Silver 
Jubilee year of the founding of St. 
Joseph’s College.

St Joe Coach Give s Own 
Slants on Conditioning 

Dienhart Divulges His Pretty Appropriate Ideas — 
Airs 7 Rules of Training for Serious Athletes

In a recent interview, Coach Dien- 
hart revealed his personal opinions 
regarding the necessary duties of 
athletes at St. Joe if they wished 
to keep in good condition. He 
stressed the seven rules of good 
health and the bad effects of smok- 
ing and drinking. 

It was his impression that ath- 
letes should not find it difficult to 
keep in condition. This is largely 
due, he thought, to the fact that the 
institution has regular meals and 
hours of sleep. 

Points To Seven Rules 
The coach proceeded to intensify 
the following seven rules of good 
health as the best means for keep- 
ing in good condition: 1. The ath- 
lete should have sufficient outdoor 
air; 2. He should eat wholesome 
food and the proper amount; 3. He 
should have at least nine hours of 
sleep every night; 4. He should 
prevent any infections by diligent- 
ly caring for any minor cuts or 
scratches; 5. He should give the 
body intelligent care; 6. He should 
think straight, thus enabling him- 
self to have diligent self-care, and 
7. He must have plenty of physical 
activity. 

In regard to smoking, Coach em- 
phasized that when the blood comes 
to the lungs it needs to be oxidized 
by pure, clean, fresh air, not inhaled 
smoke. A boy who is an athlete 
should not smoke in order that he 
may be a straight thinker. To use 
the Coach’s own words, “It is my 
opinion that if a boy cannot control 
smoking he cannot control other 
things which may have a much more 

injurious effect upon his body.

Smokers Are Careless 

“A smoking athlete is a careless 
athlete; a non-smoking athlete is 
careful . in that he will observe all 
the rules of healthful living. In 
my experience, I have met up with 
potential athletes who were heavy 
smokers. I was able to cut down 
their smoking by. degrees, till they 
were satisfied with one cigarette a 
day. It wasn’t long before they 
had discontinued smoking entirely. 
These boys prove to be fine athletes 
with good control and capabilities 
in carrying out their assignments.” 

Alcohol Doesn’t Help, Either 
Continuing, Coach Dienhart said/ 
“The use of alcohol will lessen the 
skill and. precision in any type of 
fine work. There is no work that 
man performs that cannot be per- 
formed better without the use of 
alcohol. »
